GENERAL EAGAN CENSUBED. 


War Circle* Shocked, But Verr Betl- 


ceiit Over tlie Affair. 


Special Dispatches, Washington, Jan. 13 


Army circles 
this 
morning had 


scarcely recovered from the shock re- 
ceived yesterday by the statements of 
Commissary General Egan. Still, in 
consideration 
of 
the 
matter, 
the 


officcers had reached a point where 
they began to appreciate 
the real 


gravity of the event and understand it 
was not to be discussed lightly and 
without due thought of the conse- 
quences. The case is one entirely 
without precedent in the military his- 
tory of our country. Therefore there 
was a notable disinclination on the 
part of officials to express for publica- 
tion any opinion on the merits of the 
case. This was true from Secretary 
Alger to the lowest commissioned 
officers. But it was evident that near- 
ly, all regretted the incident and de- 
plored it as calculated to injure the 
whole army. 


j It was pointed out that the immediate 


effect would be to accentuate a divi- 
sion of the army into two camps and 
thus injure the chances of the enact- 
ment of legislation favorable to mili- 
tary establishment. The sober second 
judgment of the coolest minds of both 
sides, meaning by that the friends of 
General Eagan and 
the 
friends of 


General Miles, are inclined to the opin- 
ion that no action will follow yester- 
day's eruption. It has already been in- 
timated at army headquarters that ac- 
cepting theoretically General Eagan's 
disclaimer of his responsibility to the 
major general commanding the army 
as binding, that this places the re- 
sponsibility for anything he says or 
does on the department. 


The department itself, however, is 


stopped from action in the case, no 
matter what the inclination 
of the 


officials might be, 'by the fact that the 
president has given his solemn promise 
to protect witnesses who might appear 
before the investigating commission i 
from the consequence of any testi- 
mony they might give there. He was 
compelled to give this pledge at the 
beginning of the investigation by open 
intimations in certain quarters that 
army officers would not care to tes- 
tify to all things they knew would re- 
flect upon the administration of the 
war department. 


When General Miles made his flrst 


statement before the commission in 
which he spoke of "Embalmed beef" 
as being furnished to the soldiers 
General Eagan resented this, but found 
upon sounding the officials of the de- 
partment, that he could not prefer 
charges against General Miles of slan- 
derder as he desired to do, because 
the president's promise protected the 
commanding general as well as all 
other witnesses. 
This led to General 


Eagan's attempt by letter addressed to 
General Miles. To learn if he had said 
the things published in the news- 
papers as part of his testimony. 


The purpose was to secure a repe- 


tition,' If possible, outside the commis- 
sion's chambers of the offensive state- 
ments In which the case has founda- 
tion. 
This attempt failed, however, 


and General Eagan, being thrown back 
upon the testimony given by General 
Miles before the commission, and find- 
Ing him beyond reach according fo the 
rules of military law, availed himself 
of the same means, according to his 
friends, of redressing hla grievances. 
According to this view, the matter has 
narrowed down to a personal Issue be- 
tween two officers for, from reasons 
already stated, army officials now state 
that neither the president, commander-

He said that never 
in the histor of a country had there 
been so successful a campaign with 
so' small a loss of life. He praised the 
quality of the much discussed beef 
furnished to the army. He said ex- 
cept some cans that were tainted and 
thrown away the beef was of good 
quality. He used the meat both in the 
war and in his family. 


General Eagan Censured. 


The war investigating commission 


today passed a resolution of censure 
on General Eagan for the language he 
used yesterday when he appeared to 
answer the charges made against the 
commissary branch of the army by 
Major General Miles, and returned to 
him his carefully prepared typewritten 
statement which he left with the com- 
mission, together with a letter explain- 
ing the reason of this action and a 
copy of the resolutions, 


The Resolution 


Following is the text of the letter 


sent to General Eagan: 


Sir:—We respectfully inform you that 


after your testimony was read yester 
day the following resolution was unani 
mously passed: Moved, that the com 
mission receive General Eagan's tes 
timony without comment, that it bi 
not printed at once but held for th< 
consideration of the commission. 


T.ie Commission'* Letter* 


"Having now considered the ques- 


tions involved we have determined tha 
in many instances the vituperative lan- 
guage used by you was not such as 
ought to have been addressed by 
witness to this board. We think the 
personal attacks and irrelevant stae- 
ments contained in the papers sub- 
mitted should be eliminated, and be- 
fore receiving them as testimony we 
request you to revise your language 
and if you choose resubmit them for 
reconsideration. We herewith return 
your papers."

It was a running debate, jn 
which Senators Berry, White, Hale, 
Hoar, Vest and others in opposition to 
the treaty met Senators Davis, Frye, 
Teller, Gray and others in advocacy of 
It. Probably 20 senators spoke, but some 
of them did little more than ask ques- 
tions. Still speeches of some length were 
made by Messrs. Teller and Frye on the 
one hand and by-Messrs. Hale and Hoar 
on the other. There were many ani- 
mated colloquies between senators, and 
for a time an exceptional degree of feel- 
Ing was shown. 


The proceedings opened with a speech 


by Senator Berry supporting his motion 
for open sessions, and he was replied to 
briefly by Senators Davis and Frye, 
Senator Vest later supporting and Sena- 
tor Teller opposing the motion. The 
discussion over the point hinged entirely 
on the contention" on the one hand that 
the public was entitled to know what was 
taking place in the disposition of so im- 
portant a question as the ratification of 
the peace treaty, and on the other that 
the debate was sure to develop facts and 
call forth utterances which should not 
be given to other nations. It was argued 
by those favoring the motion that no 
harm would be done by taking the pub- 
lic into the senate's confidence, while 
those opposed stated that vast inter- 
national questions were involved which 
could be considered in a far more judicial 
and calm manner behind closed doors 
than with the whole world invited to 
listen.

"Suppose it was important that the 


matter be kept private," said Senator 
Vest, "no one supposed that this result 
could be secured. The senate's execu- j 
tive secrets, so-called, were invariably I 
known to the world."

Senator White thought it safe to say 


that the important points at least would 
all go to the public. 
i 


The senators who had acted as mem- 


bers of the Paris commission, Messrs. 
Davis, Frye and Gray, all antagonized 
the motion for open doors. They stated 
that from their experience in the ne- 
gotiation of the treaty, many questions 
involving grave international contro- 
versies were liable to be raised, and all 
urged the preservation of the custom of ( 
closed doors. Senator Teller sustained , 
them in this position, stating that he j 
considered the present complication too 
gravB and the present, of all times, the 
most inopportune for a change of the 
custom. 


Senator Hoar, for the first time iithis 


life, advocated open sessions, declaring 
that no fact could be developed in con- 
nection with the treaty too important 
for the American people to know. It 
was the people's affair, said Senator 
White, and the people should be invited 
at least to listen to'the discussion of the 
question. He said that if the cojnmis- 
Bioners who were present in the senate 
had any great secrets they should give 
them to the senate forthwith. 


These circumstances led to a renewal 


of the discussion of the wisdom and good 
policy of appointing senators as mem- 
bers of the peace commission. 


Naturally, too, the senate drifted into 


a discussion of the treaty itself and the 
intention of this government towards the 
Filipinos, much being said on the lines 
of Senator Foraker's open session speech.

The entire furnishings of a dining 


room should be dark, providing the 
room itself be bright and cheerful. The 
sideboard, china closet, chairs and table 
sbonld be of the same color and corre- 
spond iu color with the woodwork of 
the room.

serves the polish of the wood and brings 
into greater prominence the whiteness 
of the cloth. 


A well executed centerpiece of em- 


broidery, lace or drawn work adds to 
the appearance of the table. It should 
be placed so that its center corresponds 
exactly with the center of the table cov- 
er, and when a central decoration of 
flowers or ferns is^used care roust be ex- 
ercised that it occupy the center of this 
piece, and that all other ornamentation, 
as candelabra, bonbon dishes, etc., ba j 
arranged in uniform position so as to 
balance. It is not at all necessary to 
have corresponding pieces, but the dif- 
ferent pieces used must be so placed as 
to harmonize with the general arrange- 
in cut of the table. 


In setting the table for dinner all this 


may be attended to before the necessary 
articles are arranged, the first of which 
are the plates, and they are under no 
circumstances ever omitted, then the 
forks, knives and spoons, and when the 
table is about completed the glasses are 
placed, thus lessening the danger of 
breaking them.

The Freeman can find an increase of 


knowledge if it carefully studies town 
government in practice in Adams. The 
editor of the excellent Adams journal 
will find if he looks around that his 
town's indebtedness was not a very 
small sum at the first of last March. 
His town's annual report contains a 
respectable string of maturing1 indebt- 
edness, which is a kind of ornament 
Jike the funded debt North Adams and 
Pittsfield wear around their necks. He 
will find out if he searches that towns 
do not ballot on appropriations. They 
ballot for officers only. If he inquires 
he will be informed that the financial 
matters of his town are handled by a 
finance committee not larger than a 
city council. The report of this com- 
mittee comes up for acceptance before 
an adjourned town meeting. An ad- 
journed town meeting is always small 
and disinterested unless packed for 
an occasion. No better expression of 
the people's wishes is obtained this vay 
than by city councils directly respon- 
sible to the people. It is an error to 
believe that city councils are not get- 
at-able from election day to election 
day. They are very sensitive to public 
opinion. However, this kind of talk 
reminds us of something that has been 
written which runs like this: 
"For forms of government let 
fools 


contest; 


That which is best administered is 
best"

•tores want to know what thfcir rival* 
are doing in the Bargain counter way, 
and this information is obtained by wo- 
men who pose as Choppers. There is one 
woman who entered a Broadway store 
four years ago as a oloak model and 
proved so able a saleswoman that she 
was laterjnade a buyer. She spends her 
time at this season in the rival depart- 
ment stores, noting the bargains adver- 
tised and looking ont for novelties 
which she can, recommend to her em- 
ployers.

"If we see that a rival store is adver- 


tising goods at HjOut price which we 
eell," she said, J^t<is my business to go 
and purchase them so that we may com- 
pare the quality with pur own stock. 
If the quality is the same, onr prices 
are adjusted to suit the cut, and if our 
goods are better the salesmen atid 
wom- 


en who handle them are informed of 
that fact, so that when a prospective 
purchaser says that So-and-so are soiling! 
the same thing at a lees price he or she 
may truthfully say that our quality is 
better. This spying on our rivals re- 
quires experience to do it well. If I 
happen to be known to the floorwalker 
of a rival store and he wants to head off 
my inquiry-about bis bargains, he sends 
the word around to the salesgirls to tell 
me that the bargains advertised are all 
sold ont. In such a case I get a woman 
who is unknown to them to make the 
purchase." 


English Carol Singers. 


Two years ago a quartet of English 


singers came to New York to sing Eng- 
lish carols, if the musical public wanted 
'them, and after several appearances in 
concert they secured an engagement to 
eing Christmas carols at the house of a 
woman well known in society. The 
hostess invited her friends to come at 7 
o'clock on Christinas morning to hear 
the singers, and notwithstanding, the 
early hour the audience were present, 
and the Englishmen's gongs pleased 
them. Thus introduced, the quartet se- 
cured many other engagements, and 
their success had to pay the usual pen- 
alty.

A Biff Cab Tract. 


A movement has been on foot for sev- 


eral weeks to consolidate the cab and 
livery interests .of, Manhattan into one 
corporate body—injeffect, a cab "trust" 
—and a representative of a well known 
English company is rapidly pushing 
these plans toward completion. 


A company with a capital of f 7,000,- 


000 is to be incorporated under the laws 
of New York, to include nearly all the 
leading cab companies, which will se- 
cure control of most of the livery sta- 
bles in Manhattan. 


Case & Ludlow are the attorneys for 


the parties interested. Mr. Case said: 


"The people cannot understand why 


the cheap cab service of the European 
cities cannot be introduced here, but if 
they will examine onr court records 
they will see that at the present time— 
the busiest season of the year in this 
business—several old time firms have 
been compe.' od to close business. Real 
estate is altogether too valuable today 
for stable purposes and individuals can- 
not afford it It is believed the corpora- 
tion can."

Xade JHote Money Than Longfellow. 
H. P. Halsejr, who died the other 


day in Brooklyn, had a twofold career. 
In Brooklyn he was known as an able 
business man, an organizer of a trust 
company and other financial institu- 
tions, and also for several years as a 
useful member of the board of educa- 
tion. To tens of thousands of boys 
throughout the country he was known 
under his nom de plume of Old Sleuth 
as a writer of blood curdling detective 
stories. It in said that he published 
some 600 of these stories. He used tc 
write on an average one complete story 
a week, and he made more money oat 
of "literature" than Longfellow did.

In the Revue Illustre, Paris, Maxima 


Guerin writes entertainingly o* the 
means taken to train French o airy 
horses to clear obstacles, and carefully 
analyzes the mental attitude of the 
jumping horses as follows: 


At the school of the officers of the 


Italian cavalry the horses, which are 
either of Irish origin or of the mountain 
breed, arc trained to meet the require- 
ments of the country, which is broken 
by steep declivities, and they attain 
such a degree of agility that they de- 
scend bluffs eight or ten meters in 
height like the chamois. 


Wide obstacles should be taken rap- 


idly. In jumping widths the horse, by 
a rapid approach, acquires the impetus 
to enable him to cross a long space dur- 
ing his buspension. In jumping heights

TEAIKING A HORSE TO JUMP. 


rapidity of movement may prevent him 
from measuring his ground with exacti- 
tude. But the rider must not be alarmed 
if in spite of his efforts to slacken speed 
the horse should come insufficiently 
prepared or too quickly upon a hedge. 
When the moment to jump has come, 
ardor is less to be feared than ooldnees 
or defect in po^r. 


My captain . cavalry expressed thjg 


precept when he said, "The horse jumps 
with the legs of his rider." 


Weld yourself, as it were, to your 


horse by pressing him with your knees 
and the lower parts of your legs to avoid 
any irresolute movement in the saddle. 
Make yourself as much a part of your 
horse as possible, and inspire him by a 
gentle and easy but determined impulse. 


There are many rules for holding the 


band. Some teachers advise the horse- 
men to throw the right arm up and 
backward. This movement with one 
stroke advances the left shoulder and 
the bridle hand. Other teachers allow 
the four reins to run loose in the half 
t)'pen hand. It would seem that the bet- 
ter manner of holding the band would 
be that which would leave as mnoh 
freedom to the horse as is consistent 
•with the skill of his master. 


In the continental armies any officer 


who is mounted or on duty may be 
called upon to traverse or to surmount 
obstacles. If when a rider is called upon 
to jump he feels that he is not sure of 
himself, he ought not to hesitate. There 
is but one thing to do—he must seize 
the pommel of his saddle. To act other- 
wise or to hesitate is to incur the risk 
of cruelly hampering his horse by his 
own instability. 


In such cases the instinct of the horse 


is a guide much more reliable than 
man's incomplete knowledge.

Di- 
rect ia both a trotter and a pacer, hav- 
ing a mark cf 2:18J£ at one gait and 
S:05>£ at the other, and he gets both 
trotters and pacers. Only the fillies that 
are pacers would be bred to Star Point- 
er. If the experiment is tried, it will 
be watched with interest by everybody 
in the horse world. It is the consensus 
of opinion among circuit followers that 
Star Pointer is in better form this year 
than last, and that he will beat his 
mark whenever the conditions are fa-

Witb Crape Paper.

Once upon a time ladies who prided here and there on the paper upon the 


'.hemselves upon their accomplishments 
took a deep interest in duplicating in 
wax the flowers of the garden or 
conservatory. Great masses of artifi- 
cial flowers adorned the parlor center 
tables, where they were kept under 
large glass shades. Visitors were al- 
ways expected to admire these, as well 
as the elusive tatted or crocheted tidies 
u hich made easy chairs places of inqui- 
sition to masculine guests. The tidy and 
the tatting, owing to the fun poked at 
them by unappreciative brothers, hus- 
bands and fathers, have had their day, 
and the wax flowers in their turn are 
stowed away in attics and forgotten. 
Most of the wax flowers were libels on 
nature and fully deserved the fate that 
overtook them. In place of them, how- 
ever, has come another fad that in ex- 
tent and popularity far excels that of 
the nightmarelike wax work. This is 
the crape paper fad. 


It was supposed that when the crape 


paper lamp shade had run the gantlet 
of a season or so of acceptability crape 
paper would be heard of no more. In- 
stead, however, these paper shades still 
hold their own, and the variety of uses 
to which the paper is put is something 
to -astonish those who predicted that it 
was a short lived fad. Instead of plain 
tinted paper now are sold rolls daintily 
decorated with what look like hand 
painted flowers. There are also richly 
embossed sheets resembling some of 
the upholstering fabrics. Instead of 
lamp shades, there is now scarcely any- 
thing which cannot be made of paper or 
any other fabric that cannot be effect- 
ively duplicated in this material. 


One of the latest uses to which crape 


paper is put is that of decorating furni- 
ture. 
Dressing cases trimmed with 


crape paper are pretty in the extreme 
and are not hard to decorate. Different 
lints of one color are best used in com- 
bination, as harmony and daintiness, j 
which are restful to the eye, are what 
should be aimed at. Startling contrasts ' 
are not particularly restful.

White, pink, red and violet are the col- ! 


are most often used. When white is used, 
morning glories, sweet peas, carnations, 
daisies or white narcissuses may or- 
nament the frail draperies. Even vio- 
lets combine with the white draperies, 
and these flowers can be made to look 
so natural that, if violet sachet powder 
is sprinkled liberally about the dress- 


frame, which is fluted by running the 
edges through the fingers. 


Th* dressing case is quite covered 


hung from a hoop, the ends of which 
are attached to the mirror. A roof of 
the crape paper is made over the hoop, 
and from its sides fall curtains, border- 
ed with narrow fluting. The hoop is 
concealed by a deep ruching of the pa- 
per, the center of which is a narrow 
band of satin ribbon to match that used 
below.

In much the same way a brass bed- 


stead rnay be provided with a pretty 
canopy of crape paper. When the bed 
and the dressing case are in the same 
room, of course the same sort of pa-

They are shaped something 
like large oak leaves and wired through 
the center. 


The edges of leaves and ruffles are

DIFFERENT WAYS 


TO COOK TOMATOES, 


Tomatoes can certainly be said to 


rank among the most valuable portion 
of our vegetable produce. They are very 
wholesome and can be served in such a 
variety of ways, and, moreover, they 
are now obtainable all the year round. 
When cooking tomatoes, it is advisable 
not to prolong the time unnecessarily 
or the flavor will be spoiled. This is 
particularly noticeable in the case of to- 
matoes au gratin if the oven is not hot 
enough to cook the tomatoes and brown 
the crumbs in about JO minutes. It is 
advisable to remove the skins from the 
tomatoes, as they are apt to cause in- 


The following la an economical way 


of utilizing a small quantity of cooked 
meat: Supposing one or two beef olives 


shallot and fry it gently for a few min- 
utes without letting it become brown. 
Cut up three or four tomatoes, season 
them with black pepper and a little 
salt and cook them with the onion and 


pass them through a sieve. 


ADVICE ON HOW 


TO AVOID CHILBLAINS. 


Any kind of exercise is really the

Put about blains, as this stimulates the circula-

Fill up the 
middle with some small whole toma- 
toes which have been carefully cooked 
in butter and pour the remainder of 
the sauce over them. Scatter some 
grated cheese, mixed with an equal 
quantity of bread crumbs over the top 
and also over the macaroni and bake in 
a quick oven until lightly browned. 


How to Keep Silverware.

No Fitchburg trains from the east 


reached this city from S o'clock last 
even'ng till 12.30 today, on account of a 
bad wreck at Conway Junction. It was 
one of the worst smashups that, the 


! road has had for some time. A special 


dispntch from Greenfield this morning 
says the loss will be ?25,000. 


This afternoon four passenger trains 


that had been stalled at Greenfield 
came through nearly together. 
The 


midnight train for Boston was hold at 
Williamstown till this morning. 


Freight trains Nos. 115 and 104 col- 


Kded in the cut at 
the junction. 


Train No. 115 was to set off on the 
west-bound track to 
allow No. 104, 


which was loaded with rush freight, 
the right of way. Owing to the brakes 
failing to hold, the trains came to- 
gether and the tracks were piled high 
with the wreck. As the road at this 
point runs through a deep cut in the 
rocks, 
engine 
No. 104 is 
literally 


.wrecked. 


Fireman Romaine Sweet of No. 104 


was the only man badly injured, his 
left leg being hurt and his head some- 
what bruised, though his condition is 
not serious. He was taken to the 
Franklin county hospital. That he was 
not more seriously hurt is almost a 
miracle, as he was thrown 25 feet at 
least from the cab, of the engine onto 
the piled-up wreck and landed on his 
hands and feet. 


The crash of the wreck was so loud 


that the telegraph 
operators were 


scared out of their office at the Junc- 
tion. Both crews, numbering 11 men, 
came through without much injury, 
with the exception of Fireman Sweet. 
No. 115 was in charge of Conductor 
Jones and Engineer Lester, and No. 
104 in charge of Conductor Oakes and 
engineer Whiteomb. 


A wrecking train went to the scene 


of the accident at once from Green- 
field, and one followed from Fitchburg. 
Several hours were required to clear 
the tracks. Passenger train No. 5, 
leaving Boston at 7 o'clock, was held 
at Greenfield all night, and the 27 
passengers either stayed in the cars or 
went to hotels.

Sheriff Charles W. Fuller, and we ex- , 
tend to him and his assistants our 
compliments.

An interesting feature of the last 


session was the statement of the phy- 
sicians in regard to Moseley's condi- 
tion. Dr. Edward B. Nims, superin- ' 
tendent of the Northampton insane | 
asylum, testified'as to Moseley's con- 
dition during his two commitments at 
the Northampton asylum and gave as 
his opinion that the man was in no 
condition to be placed on trial. He 
would be unable to give instruction to 
his counsel or in any way advise as to 
the manner in which his case should 
be carried on.

would never recover. Dr. Nims stated 
that he was released from the North- 
ampton asylum twice unimproved. He 
was looked upon as a dangerous man J 
and the members of his family were 
always afraid of him. 


Dr. Burton testified as to his filthy 


habits at the jail and of the great 
amount of trouble given by him to the 
officers. 
He refuses to remain quiet ( 
during the night and persists in tear- 
ing up his clothing. He has an idea j 
that people on the floor below him at 
the jail arc causing him great trouble 
and at times it is impossible for him 
to get any sleep. He is troubled with 
pains in his head. Moseley stated to 
him that he was going to try the case 
himself and did not desire any assist- 
ance from lawyers.

The issue of The Boston Congrpga- I 


tionalist for January 12, contains an 
illustrated article under the heading of ' 
"A Berkshire county broadside," which 
gives a most interesting account of the 
origin, growth and present condition 
of 
the 
Congregational 
denomi- 


nation 
and 
churches 
of the- 


county. 
Especially 
where 
it 


deals with subjects like the "hill town 
problems" and the matter of great 
country estates the article will be of 
interest to all. It is written by Rev. 
Dr. H. D. W. Mallary. Extracts from it 
are given here: 


Williams college, founded in 1793 at 


the base of Greylock, was the child of 
Berkshire Congregationalism, and on 
Berkshire soil in 1807, under a hay- 
stack, began one of- the 
mightiest 


world movements in the history of the 
Church of Christ. A monument marks 
the place where the idea of foreign 
missions, on a different scale than had 
ever before been attempted, was con- 
ceived. The child in our public schools 
knows the story of the Berkshire regi- 
ment at Bennington and the valor of 
its "fighting parson," Rev. Thomas Al- 
len of the First church of Pittsfield. 
Other distinguished names stand out in 
the later religuous history of Berk- 
shire. The ministers and memories of 
Washington Gladden at North Adams, 
and of his successor, the Eev. T. T. 
Hunger, D. D., and of Charles H. 
Parkhurst at Lenox remind us that the 
best traditions of -the Berkshire pulpit 
have been emulated and rivaled in a 
comparatively recent period. 


Let us come directly to the Berk- 


shire Congregationalism of the present j 
day. Two formidable foes which it has I 
to reckon with are wholly beyond con- 
trol. One is- the 
"hill town" status, 


there being two whole tiers of "de- 
serted villages" along the eastern and 
western ridges of the county; and the 
other is the gradual transformation of 
the heart of this region into one vast 
private park by the coming of a 
wealthy class, so that farms have been 
sold at fancy prices and their quondam 
owners have moved away, leaving the 
support of the churches to an ever de- 
creasing remnant. 


The Congregational church, most of 


all, suffers with this decadence of vil- 
lage life and the disappearance of the 
population. If it be asked, "Is not the 
church doing anything to offset these 
disadvantages?" It may be answered 
"Olyes, it is doing what it can, bravely, 
hopefully, efficiently." 
For the last 


two years the Congregational churches 
of Berkshire have taxed themselves to 
support a county missionary whose 
work is supervisory and supplement- 
ary, and confined mainly to this de- 
serted region. 


This year, also, the experiment of a 


county church paper is being tried, 
The Berkshire Evangel, 
making its 


first appearance last month, not to 
supplant the regular religious paper, 
but 
to 
unify 
the 
Congregationl 


churches 
scattered 
throughout 
the 


county, to bring to each the knowledge 
of all, and to afford families living in 
the remoter hill districts a 
certain 


amount of Christian reading at mod- ( 
erate cost. The paper is under the gen- 
eral editorship of our untiring and 
efficient county missionary, Rev. S. P. 
:ook. 
It is difficult to see how the other 


problem mentioned, viz., the trans- 
formation of the central part of Berk- 
shire into a section of contiguous es- 
tates, can be grappled with. The Con- 
gregational landholder has relinquished 
his place to the Episcopal gentry; or, 
at least, in many, many cases the sum- 
mer resident who surveys 
magnifi- 


cent prosepcts from his vast estate, 
though worshiping according to Pres- 
byterian or Congregational standards 
elsewhere, here goes "with the (Episco- 
pal) multitude to the house of God." 
Denominational loyalty would arrest 
some of the financial weakness and 
decline of our Congregational churches. 


That Berkshire

"hilltown" problem by the employment 
of a church missionary and the estab- 
lishment 
of

over, there are many towns in the 
county, notably Pittsfield, Dalton, Ad- 
ams, North Adams and Great Bar- 
rington, in all of which 
flourishing 


churches exist. 


In Adams the Congregational church 


is a great institutional establishment, 
with two pastors. In North Adams, 
Great Barnngton 
and 
Housatonic, 


three other manufacturing centers, are 
prosperous churches. 


Berkshire Congregationalism is pe- 


culiar in one respect, and that is thu 
spirit of fraternity which welds to- 
gether the county. Our mountain b;ir- 
riers on all sides make us to live apart 
by ourselves whether we want to or not. 
To reside in Berkshire is to wish to 
live nowhere else, and this feeling ties 
all the towns of the county together in 
a'provincial love and loyalty. It shov, s i 
itself in the joint meeting of our two 
associations of ministers, and in the 
similar union gatherings of the North 
and South Conferences. Responsibility, 
for vicinal prosperity is thus fostered. 
At one of these meetings within rp- 
cent years it was decided to compile 
the history of the

church in Berkshire county, and this 
work is now boing- undertaken. At 
another and very recent meet'ng of 
this sort it was voted to appoint a 
committe which should prepare and 
submit for approval a liturgy for use 
In the Congregational churches of the 
county.
